A Political Revulsion in Several
States Indications From Local

Elections.
National Democnttl

An occasional victory in local elec-

tions would be of no signiflcan co, but a
succession of gains in local eloctions
in diflcrentand widely scattered States
means that public sentiment is setting
iu a changed direction. Within a
month elections havo been held in
many of tho Fonnsylyunia, New York
and Iowa cities, and in several of tho
New York country towns. Two of
theso States aro strongly Republican,
and tho third was carried by the Ho- -

publicans in 1838. In theso local elec
tions in threo States, including somo
of the Republican rural districts of
Xew York, the advantagq was very
lengthy on the Democratic side. In
the Fourth Congressional District of
Philadelphia after a vigorous campaign
on tho tariff reform issue the Demo-
cratic candidate for Congress ran 2,700
votes ahead of his ticket In several of
the Itenublicau cities the Democrats
won. In New York the Democrats car
ried Rochester, which tho Republicans
have been carrying for. 14 years. In
several other Now York cities tho Dem-
ocrats won. The Democrats now havo
34 mayorsof,the30 incorporated cities in
the Stat, and they developed the most
strength comaratively in the Repub
lican strongholds. In the intensely
Republican interior of tho State tho
Democrats met with greater success
than they ever did before. In I . coun-
ties, 12 of which were carried by Har-

rison and Morton, the Democrats have
elected 13:) supervisors as against 87 in
1888, and tho Republicans have elected
ISO as against 185 in 1889.

In Iowa, too, tho local elections show
ed decided Democratic, gains. For ex
ample, in Clinton, the homo of

Hayes, tho regular Democrat-
ic ticket won, although there was nn
independent Democratic ticket nls) iu
tho field, and ot tho last tireions elce- -'

tinn the Republicans won by (100 or
700. .TuiUe Hayes is of tho opinion
that the tariff had much mure to do

I with those gains thnn'fhe prohibition
question. The latter, he says, was
pretty thoroughly discounted before
tho last electioun, and while tho opMi-sitio- n

to prohibition still adds some-thin- ,'

to tho Democratic Btreuztb, most
of tho late gains he attributes to a
marked clmuge iu sentiment in his
Statu on the tariiTiuoMlon.
